dreames, an idealist, a theorist, a 
.weaver of Utopias. Any man of his 
associate counsel would be glad to pick 
up A gun and go out and ghoot a duck 
or a bear, just as any man of them 
takes delight In devouring a savory 
beefsteak or a hot bird. But Darrow 
.•will not kill beast or bird, nor will he 
eat flesh killed by others. 
He holds 


that killing Is wrong, whether the vic- 
tim be man or beast or bird. To be 
consistent with this belief he is a 
strict vegetarian. 
Knows Law and How to Practice. 


Yet -with all his theories Mr. Darrow 


has a practical side. He knows law, 
and he knows how to practice law, 
though theoretically he is opposed to 
all man made law—theoretically, re- 


surprised to find that he could 


write so simply and sanely of boyhooc 
and rural life. The book reflected the 
softer element In the L>arrow makeup 


Darrow was educated in the public 


schools, read law very early and wa 
admitted to the bar before he reached 
his nineteenth birthday. He practicet 
in the rural districts for a few years 
and then turned up in Chicago. After 
the raw young lawyer sot his bearings 
in the raw young city he made rapid 
headway. 
It was discovered that h< 


knew law to the limit. Accordingly hi 
was appointed assistant 
corporation 


counsel. 


While Darrow was still an unknown 


quantity he met Governor John P 
Altgeld. Altgeld was a radical think 
er, a student of sociology. He took a 
liking to young Darrow, probably be 
cause their minds ran in the same 
channel in that respect. The two men 
formed a partnership in law practid 
whk-h lasted until Altgeld's sudden 
death. It will be recalled that the ex 
governor was stricken on the platform 
while delivering a speech in defensi 
of human rights. Darrow delivered an 
address over the body of Governor 
Altgeld which for simple eloquence and 
feeling has been compared to the fa 
mous speech of Robert G. Ingersoll a 
the grave of his brother. 


Just what influence the ideas of Gov

member. 
When he philosophizes, he 


la a "philosophical anarchist," but in 
real life he Is a law abiding citizen. 
Bnt even should he apply his theories 
to actual life he would be the direct 
opposite of the so called anarchist who 
manufactures a bomb and blows up 
rulers. 
Mr. Darrow's creed is non- 


resistance to evil. 


It is written in Scriptures, "Resist 


not evil, but whosoever shall smite thee 
on thy right cheek, turn to him the 
other also." Mr. Darrow wrote a book 
on that text. 
In that book he ex- 


pressed convictions and conclusions 
which go far toward explaining why 
he prefers to appear in the courts in 
the interest of workers rather th.m in 
the Interest of corporations that rm- 
ploy workers. Early in his career Mr. 
Darrow was a corporation attorney. 
He served as counsel for the *North- 
.western railway. 
But that -WHS onlv 


•an incident in his more than thirty 
years of practice. 
Most of his IOCM! 


work has been as counsel in cat-es 
against monopolies and trusts.

Stepfather of Skyscrapers. *

the stepfather of the modern sky- 
scraper building. It is related that he 
and Altgeld first met at a c!ub and 
walked down the street together. Gov- 
ernor Altgeld remarked that he was 
looking for a suit of offices, but could 
find none that pleased his fancy. 


"Why don't you build, governor?" 


sueses-ted Darrow. 


The young attorney then informed 


the eoiernor that a friend of his had 
Invented a method of constructing 
buildings by puttinc a steel skeleton 
inside 
Goiornor Altceld sent fr>r the 


architect wjj^ advanced this bold in- 
no\;ition. 
He was so impressed that 


he hnd the Montnnk building con- 
structed on that principle, and thus 
the fir^t modern steel skyscraper came 
into being. 


Cljiionco Dnrrow won some measure 


of national repute ,ta counsel for Eu- 
gene V. Debs in the great strike of the 
Ameriinn Railway union in the early 
nineties. 
During the following ten 


years he was an advocate on the side 
of labor in m;iny labor injunction 
cases. 


In 1002 and lOffl he wns chief coun- 


sel for the nnthiMPite miners at Scran- 
ton and Philadelphia in the coal strike 


arbitration, appearing before the com- 
mission appointed by President Roose- 
velt. One of his hardest fights v>ns in 
the litigation against the gas trust 
in Chicago. When Judge Dunne was 
elected major Mr. Darrow was em- 
ployed to conduct the litigation in 
connection with the proposed acquisi- 
tion by the city of the street car lines. 
Darrow was elected to the Illinois leg- 
islature in 1!X)2, being the only pro- 
nounced municipal ownership man in 
that body. 


Beloved by His Fellow Men. 
Mr. Darrow is not a handsome man. 


One of his friends has said: "As a boy 
I used to think Lincoln's face was the 
homeliest I had ever seen—the home- 
liest and the kindest Then twenty 
years ago, when I first met Darrow, I 
knew that I had seen at last as honae- 


kiiidly nor less masterful. If you have 
heard Darrow and read his books and 
caught a glimpse of the real man that 
walks around in his shape It may be 
that you will not think my comparison 
extravagant. I think there is no man 
in this country today more genuinely 
loved by his fellowinen than Clarence 
Darrow. Men love Darrow because he 
loves men." 


As to Mr. Darrow's personal ap- 


pearance 
another acquaintance re- 


marks: "He is far from natty. 
His 


clothes are decidedly of the hand-me- 
down variety, his shoes are seldom 
polished, and when he looks for his hat 
on a rack he can easily pick it out, for 
it is the one that has not been brush- 
ed." 


Gives Generously to Charity. 
It is said that Mr. Darrow gives 


away in charity at least a fifth of his 
income. 
He frequently handles the 


case of a poor person for nothing, but 
it is his invariable rule to make a cor- 
poration or any well to do firm or indi- 
vidual pay handsomely for his legal 
services. 


Somebody has remarked that clothes 


make the man. That depends on the 
man concerned. When Darrow gets 
up to speak he might cut a sorry fig- 
ure with a deaf person, but after he 
warms up to his topic nobody remem- 
bers his cheap suit and his somewhat 
ungainly figure. He begins deliberate- 
ly and slowly, but as he gets deeper 
into the argument his language flows 
more rapidly until at the peroration it 
Is a tumult of eloquence and convinc- 
ing logic. When Darrow summed up 
the case of the anthracite mine work- 
ers before the strike commission he 
spoke for two court days, apparently 
without fatigue, and he used no notes. 


As a speaker Darrow employs wit, 


humor, sarcasm, Invective and stee 
cold logic with equal facility. As a 
sample of his sarcastic humor thi 
brief extract from his address to the 
jury in presenting Haywood's case may 
serve. Darrow was referring to the 
story Orchard had told on the stand: 


"I don't like to take anything from 


the glory of a story like that I sin 
cerely regret to destroy the bloom of a 
peach like that. We will show that he 
was not the phenomenal murderer he 
claims to have been, but we will com- 
pensate somewhat by showing that he 
is the most monstrous liar the world 
has ever seen." 


Gentle Breed of Anarchist. 


Mr. Darrow's book, "Resist Not Evil," 


was published four years ago. It show- 
ed the author to be a disciple of Count 
Tolstoi, but as a logician and cold 
reasoner, bulwarked by a mind of se- 
vere legal training, he went even far- 
ther than Tolstoi. 
Mr. Darrow has 


been described as a socialist He may 
be one, though just what a socialist is 
or what ideas a man must possess to 
be a socialist is open to debate. 
His 


book showed conclusively that he is 
an anarchist But speak it softly. 


There are two kinds of anarchists. 


One of them travels around occasion- 
ally to kill a king or other rnler. The 
other kind is a gentle, humane, tender 
hearted, unselfish, nonreslsting ideal- 
ist like Leo Tolstoi or the late Ernest 
Crosby or Clarence Darrow. This kind 
of anarchist never harms a kitten, 
much less a king. This gentle breed 
of anarchist dreams golden dreams. 
He perceives the divine spark in all 
men's souls and would fan it If he 
could Into such flame that all the 
beastliness would be burned out, leav- 
ing only the Christly goodness to reign 
and rule. But since he cannot thus 
fan the spark into purging flame he 
sits down and writes books about 
what ought to be and might be if we 
were different and may be when we 
shall have evoluted sufficiently. 


"Resist Not Evil" is Clarence Dar- 


row, the philosopher. In this book Ue 
seeks to prove that governments are 
not necessary for the well being of 
mankind. The origin and evolution of 
the political state, he says, show that 
it was born in aggression,^ as it is 
maintained purely by force—soldiers 
and policemen to do the bidding of 
rulers. 
"Nor do the people govern 


themselves in democracies more than 
in any other lands," says Mr. Darrow. 
'They do not even choose their rulers. 
These rulers choose themselves and by 
force and cunning and intrisrne arrive 
at the same results that their primi- 
tive ancestor reached with the aid of a 
club." 


Mr. Darrow holds that by no meth- 


od of reasoninsr osn It bp shown that 
the Injustice of killing one man is re- 
irieved by the execution of another. 
Thus his doctrine of nonresistance to 
evil would do away with capital pun- 
^hment. But not only that. He avows 
:hat by no method of reasoning can it 
>e shown that the forcible taking of 
iroperty Is made right by confin'ng 
ome human being in a pen. This is 
-esistanoe to evil. If Billy the Burglar 
steals your overcoat, thrrw in your 
winter suit. Turn the other cheek. 
leMSt not evil. 
But •uhen Lawyer Darrow gets up in 
ront of a jury or a judge ho argues 
losely along the line of man made 
Hf,: He Is living in 1907. 


HAD INSANE 


THE 


Former Washington Professor Faces 


Charge of Murder. 


MOTHER-IN-LAW THE VICTIM 


Trial Soon to Begin In Germany and 


a Famous Insanity Expert Will Be 
Called—Was Pronounced Sane By 
Lunacy Commission—Wife's Suicide 
Hurts Defendant's Case. 


Benin, July j..—-|'tie trial of Karl 


Hau, the profeesor formerly attached 
to George Washington university, who 
is charged with the murder of Ws 
mother-in-law, Frau Moliter, will be- 
gin at Karlsruhe July 17. Notwith- 
standing the fact that he has been for- 
mally examined and pronounced sane 
by experts, it is probable that mental 
irresponsibility will play a part in the 
defense. Hau's counsel have given 
notice that they will call Professor 
SchafCenberger of Cologne as an ex- 
pert on insanity. The suicide of his 
wife a few -weeks ago undoubtedly has 
hurt Hau's case. The newspapers con- 
strue her act as due to belief of Hau's 
guilt. In the letter she left, accord- 
ing to the Swiss newspapers, she said 
that she loved her husband in spite 
of his deed, but that even her little 
child was not a sufficient motive for 
her to continue living. Hau was just 
20 when he married Miss Moliter. It 
was an elopement, and the young 
couple began a restless, roving life. 
Hau had begun to study law at the 
University of Freiburg, but had dis 
continued his studies. Hau was much 
in need of money and frequently ap 
plied to his mother-in-law and also 
caused his wife to do so, and his 
urgency created dissensions between 
the couple. While the marriage itself 
was contracted against the mother's 
will, the continuous applications for 
money also did not contribute toward 
improving her relations with her do 
in-law. Nevertheless she received the 
couple into her house upon the'*- visits 
to Baden Baden and she sent them 
money during their travels. The sums 
sent, however, were not so large as 
Hau demanded. 


Frau Moliter, as will be recalled, 


had undertaken her fatal walk because 
she had been telephoned that there 
was a package for her at the post- 
office which she must call for in per- 
son. She was shot and killed while 
going on this errand. Her servant 
girl, who answered the telephone, as- 
serted positively after the murder that 
she had recognized Hau's voice in the 
phone. 
Search was. Immediately be- 


gun and Hau was arrested in London 
and extradited to Germany. 


Scientific Discoveries. 


Washington, July 1.—"Million! «t 


dollars—in fact a sum HO vast that It 
can not now be estimated—have been 
saved to the American people by dis- 
coveries made by government scien- 
tists during the fiscal year which 
closed Sunday," declared Secretary 
Wilson in speaking of the record of 
the department of agriculture for the 
year. "Time alone must develop the 
importance to the world of the experi- 
ments being conducted every day by 
these men, whose only reward is in 
the passing fame attained in reporting 
valuable finds. There would be money 
in many of these discoveries if the 
scientists were to patent them In their 
own names, but in every case the peo- 
ple as a whole are the beneficiaries, 
for the patents are dedicated to the 
government, to be used 'by the United 
States or any of its officers or em- 
ployes in the prosecution of work for 
the United States, or by any person In 
the United States, without the pay- 
ment of royalty.'" 


Aboe Klein Corning. 


Paris, July 1.—Abbe Felix Klein, the 


well-known clerical author, sailed for 
the United States. He is ft member of 
the faculty of the University of Paris 
and an author whose works ha*e re- 
cently been cro-wned by the French^ 
academy. Abbe Klein will remain for 
a time In New York, and will then 
deliver a series of lectures before the 
University of Chicago on French 
church and social conditions. 


Longshoremen Strike. 


New York, July l.—The longshore, 


men on the docks of the Cunard line 
struck when the ate*m«r Umbria from 
Liverpool docked. Th« men demanded 
60 cents an hour for Sunday work, 
which was refused. Stewards of the 
vessel, with the help of nonunion men, 
removed the baggage of the passen- 
gers after considerable delay. 


Peace Envoys~Exehange Views. 


The Hague, July 1. — The leading 


plenipotentiaries met privately to ex- 
change views on the principal ques- 
tions before the peace conference. 
Joseph H. Choate and General Horace 
Porter conversed at length -with Sir 
Edward Fry and Sir Ernest M. Satow 
of the British legation. Professor De 
Martens of Russia, Count Tomielli of 
Italy and Dr. Krieger of Germany, 
while ^Villiam L. Buchanan, who was 
chairman of the American delegation 
which attended the pan-American con- 
gress, discussed affairs with several 
of the 
South American delegates. 


There seems to be some opposition 
against the proposition of the inviola- 
bility of private property at sea by 
several 
Latin - American countries 


which, having no merchant marine, 
think that the abolition of the right 
of capture and of privateering will de- 
priva them of a weapon dreaded by 
their enemies. The whole triple alli- 
ance, however, strongly support this 
proposition.

Terrible Texan Tries to Tax Type,

Austin, Tex.—Representative Ray of 


Denton will offer the following for the 
proposed amendment by Mears taxing 
newspapers: 


Section —. Each and every individ- 


ual, company, corporation or associa- 
tion publishing a newspaper or maga- 
zine with a circulation of 100 or more, 
exchanges and deadheads included, 
shall on or before the first day of 
September, 1907, and annually there- 
after, provided they are not forced to 
suspend publication in the meantime, 
make a report to the comptroller of 
public accounts, under oath of the in- 
dividual, president, treasurer, superin- 
tendent, foreman, compositor or office 
"devil" of such company, corporation 
or association, showing the amount of 
circulation of such paper and 
the 


gross receipts derived from publishing, 
advertising or otherwise, including the 
number of bushels of potatoes, toma- 
toes, turnips, cabbage or other vege- 
tables, the number of loads of wood, 
whether for the stove or cord length, 
the number of yards of calico, domes- 
tic or other cloth purchased in ex- 
change for advertising by the 
wife, 


daughter or mother-in-law of such 
president, treasurer, superintendent, 
editor, foreman, compositor or office 
"devil" of such company; the number 
of fonts of type received on patent 
medicine ads and the estimated value 
thereof to be sworn to by the editor 
or foreman of such newspaper 
or 


magazine; the number of cans of 
printer's ink received on advertising; 
the number of loads of old plate haul- 
ed by local draymen In payment for 
their subscription, and all other re- 
ceipts of whatsoever character 
of 


such paper or magazine for the year 
preceding such report. Said indivadu- 
al, company, corporation or associa- 
tion at the time of making said report 
shall have paid to them by the treas- 
urer of the state of Texas, for the 
year beginning on said date, a sum 
equal to 5^ per cent of said gross re- 
ceipts, as shown by said report. 


FAVORS EXEMPTION LAW.

further assessment 
of 


moneys and credits in the state of 
Washington on account of the injus- 
tice of present conditions, by which 
the moneys and credits of the assess- 
ment rolls are largely given in by th«> 
possessor of small means, who have 
saved a few hundred dollars, while 
those who have large sums of money 
and credits make a practice of with- 
holding any account of fhem from the 
assessor.

"From the standpoint of the collec- 


tor of public moneys, it would 
be 


much more equitable to 
exempt all 


moneys and credits than to assess 
them in the manner that is now em- 
ployed. I not;ce by the books in our 
office that there is very little of this 
sort of taxable property that is listed 
and the amounts so listed are 'given in 
by comparatively poor men who have 
honestly stated to the assessor the 
amount of money they have on hand, 
the possessors of $300 or $500 paying 
$15 to $25 on their savings."—Seattle 
(Wash) Post-Intelligencer.

Estimates $420,000 Profits on Gross 
Business of $550,000—Job For Bondy. 
Joseph Bondy of Syracuse. X. Y., has 


suddenly shot into the limelight as a 
municipal ow-M-iship authority of the 
first magnitude. He figures that Syra- 
cu*e bj operating its <WQ-^^.^^^light 
plant could make a profit of ?420,000 a 
year after allowing ?170,000 for excess 
of cost of municipal over private op- 
eration. As the total electrical receipts 
of the Syracuse Lighting company are 
only ?G."30,000, it is hard to see where 
all the municipal profit is to come 
from. 
But Mr. Bondy is sure he is 


right because he has got his figures 
from officials of 101 cities that have 
municipal plants, all but seven of 
whom blushiugly admit that their 
plants are successful. 
The Syracuse 


Post-Standard is, however, unfeeling 
enough to say: 


"Mr. Bondy renorts that ninety-four 


cities whore municipal ownership of the 
lighting business is practiced show suc- 
cessful results. 
It would have been 


exactly the same if he had got his re- 
ports from 040 cities where municipal 
ownership is practiced, the simple rea- 
son being that the report is always 
furnished by the mayor or the manager 
of the plant, and in almost every in- 
stance it Is to the political or financial 
advantage of tho mayor or manager to 
say that municipal ownership is a huge 
success. 


"It's a cinch, so to speak, that a man 


who has run for office on a municipal 
ownership platform won't be found aft- 
erward dropping any remarks to Mr. 
Bondy or any one else to show that 
the thing has turned out a failure. It 
is another cinch that the man who is 
employed by tho city to run a munic- 
ipal lighting plant will keep in mind 
which side his bread is buttered on 
and not make any fool remarks about 
the advantages of private ownership. 


"There is no great difficulty .about it. 


Figure out your total revenues, sub- 
tract them from your total expenses 
for the year, multiply by two and 
charge the result to your general mu- 
nicipal account .and you can show a 
profit instead of.a.^tosg without any 
trouble. 
The method-has -been com- 


pared to the">uccess of the' child vrho 
made a good profit out of poultry when 
his parents provided food for the chick- 
ens, hired some one to take care of 
them and bought the eggs. 


"It has been shown that electric 


light plants deteriorate and become 
antiquated faster than almost any oth- 
er kind of municipal 
undertaking. 


What is simpler than to disregard this 
fact and give yourself credit for 'every 
ceut of value -which was originally put 
into the plant, refuse to let experts ex- 
amine it and show a paper profit to the 
taxpayers?" 


Seriously, however, if Mr. Bondy 


can make good on his figures, munici- 
pal ownership should give -way to na- 
tional ownership, and Mr. Bondy should 
be given the job of lighting the United 
States.

In all ex= 
cept cit\ districts, two members were 
elected for two years and three for 
four years. 
In city disincts, where 


the number cC members of boards is 
not uniform, a minority of the board 
was elected for the short term of two 
years, and a majority 
for the long 


erm of four years, 


Because of the change in the con- 


stitution, no election for board mem- 
bers was held in November, 1906. 
The members of the board elected 
for the short term continue to serve 
'until their successors are elected in. 
Vovember, 1907, and qualiifed 
in 


anuary, 1908. In the same&ianner 


the 
members of the

terms will expire in January, 
1909 


will continue to serve until January 


GOVERNORS OF OHIO 


REUBEN WOOD—1851-1853. 


Reuben Wood, governor lST.l-r.3, was a Virginian by birth. He was of « 


patriotic disposition, and the breaking out of the w.ir of I!sl2 found him study- 
ing law with an uncle In Canada. Military ser\ice against his own countrr 
was required of him. He succeeded in escaping in nn open boat across Lak» 
Ontario. He began the practice of law in Cleveland In 1818. He was a Demo- 
crat serving much of his !ife in different positions of honor and trust H» 
served three times as state senator. In 1830 was elected presiding judge of the 
Third judicial district and unanimously elected judge of the supreme court by 
the legislature, was re-elected and served ns chief justice. He was elected 
governor In 18oO and was the first governor elected under the new constitu- 
tion in 1851. He was appointed consul and later minister to Valparaiso, Cull* 
He died In 1864 on his farm "Evergreen Place," overlooking the lake.

3. Will the successor to a trustee 


of a township who was elected in No- 
vember, 1905, for a term of 
three 


years, be elected this fall? 


4. Will assessors who were elect- 


ed in the fall election,1905, hold over 
to perform the duties of that office 
for this year? 


In answer thereto, I beg to say: 
First. The successor to a justice 


^of the peace who was elected in.No- 
vember, 1904, and qualified in April, 
1905, for a term of three years, will 
be elected at the November election, 
1907. 
The fact that said justice of 


the peace qualified in April, 1905, is 
not material for the reason that 
at 


the time of the election, to-wit, No- 
vember, 1904, there was no statutory 
provision fixing the time for the be- 
ginning of th term of a justice of 
the peace, therefore, under the 
de- 


cision of the 
supreme court, 
the 


term of office began with the day of 
the election, and will expire three 
years from that date. His successor 
(to be elected November, 1907), will 
not, however, begin his term until 
the first day of January, 1908 (Sec. 
1442, 
R. S., as amended April 
14, 


190C, 98 O. L. 171). Inasmuch 
as 


the legislature has not extended the 
terms of justices of the peace elected 
at the November election, 1904, there 
will be a vacancy in the office 
after 


the expiration of the present incum- 
bent's term until January 1, 1908, 
which should be filled by 
appoint- 


ment by the township trustees. 


Second. The successor to a con- 


stable elected in November, 1905, 
for a term of three years, whose term 
began on January 1, 1906, will not 
be elected until the November elec- 
tion, 1909. 
The present incumbent 


will hold over until January 1, 1910. 
(Constitution of Ohio, article 11, sec- 
tion 4, and article 17, section 1). 


Third. A successor to a township 


tni&tee who was elected in Novem- 
ber, 3905, for a term of three years, 
will be elected at the November elec- 
tion, 1909. 
The present incumbent 


will hold over until the first day of 
January, 1910. Constitution of Ohio, 
article 11, section 4, and article 17, 
section 1). 
Successors to township 


trustees that were elected in April, 
1903, 
and November, 1904, respec- 


tively, will be elected at the Novem- 
ber election, 1907, for a term of two 
jears and assume the dulies of their 
office on the first day 
of 
January, 


190S. 


Fourth. Assessors who were elect- 


ed in November, 1905, will hold of- 
fice until their successors are elected 
at the November election, 1907.
